New Orleans, Oct. 12—A wireless 
message from Tampa, iFla.. says that 
the loss of life in the hurricane that 
swept the gulf coast will exceed 800. 
Four hundred workkmen who were 
engaged in building a railroad on 
the Keys, perished,

Tampa later says that at least 1,200 
lost their lives, the storm sweeping 
the entire southwest coast. 
In addition to the dead, thousands 
are homeless, according to this dis­ 
patch and hundreds of buildings were 
destroyed at Key West, where the 
suffering was greatest. 
The town 
is a mass of wreckage. The property 
loss will reach $2,000,000. 
A wireless from a vessel near Key 
West, caught by a local wireless sta­ 
tion, says, that 800 lives were lost

Signal to Every County in State to

Dr. J. Welch of near Chickasha, 
has brought suit against J. B. Kel­ 
sey, father of U. S. 
Indian Agent 
Kelsey, for $20,000 damages. 
The suit was originally brought in 
the district court of Grady county

The fed­ 
eral grand jury at McAlester failed 
to indict Welch and now he brings 
suit for damages.

sha and there forcibly imprisoned. 
He claims the action of Keiser caus­ 
ed him to spend a large sum of 
money to defend himself, and injur­ 
ed his reputation to the extent of at 
least $20,000.—-Musogee Times-Demo- 
crat.

BIRTH OF THE GERMAN NAVY. 


A Few Facta Showing tho Wonderful 
Progreso Modo in Building Up 
a Marine Power. 


Some idea of the wonderful Progreso 
of the German navy is gained when 
one realises that Vice-Admiral Rein­ 
hold von Werner, whose death Is an­ 
nounced at the age of 84, saw prac­ 
tically the birth of that navy aa we 
now know it. When the German fleet 
waa sold 
by auction in 1852 Werner 
secured a commission in the new Prus­ 
sian navy, and during the war with 
Denmark he commanded one of the 
three steam frigates, then the prim 
cipal ships of the Prussian navy. 
At 
the date of the formation of the feder­ 
al navy Werner was director of dock­ 
yards at Danzig. 
In 1869, however, 
the deceased vice-admiral returned to 
active service, and at the time of his 
retirement in 1878 he held the com­ 
mand of the Baltic station. 
He de­ 
voted the last 30 years of his life to 
the patriotic task of popularizing the 
idea of that sea power which he had 
seen grow from insignificant propor­ 
tions to a strength which has done so 
much to stimulate the shipbuilding of 
other nations. 
He was a prolific writ 
cr, and his authorship extended over 
a long period. 
Even at the time of 
the Battle of Jasmund he attracted at­ 
tention by a work on the 
Prussian 
navy, IU present and its future.
